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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under POT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special 
technical feature of Group I invention is a plurality of bristle members extending outward 
from the weld portion in a radial direction of the disk-shape portion. The special 
technical feature of Group II invention is removing an inside of the weld portion in the 
annular shape. The special technical features of Group III invention is a recessed part 
formed in an annular shape provided around a through hole of the processing bed such 
that a melting material is flowed therein when welding. None of these special technical 
features are common to the other groups, nor do they correspond to a special technical 
feature in the other groups. Therefore, unity of invention is lacking.
